LONDON, July 17.—The Marquis of Sal 


bury laid before the House of Lords to- 
day the papers on the subject of arbitra- 
tion. His lordship said the negotiations 
between the United States and Great 
Britain were not yet complete but were 
advancing amicably. 


On the smaller qu estions of the Venzu- 


elan matter regarding which the United 
States assumed an attitude Iriendly to 
protection, the difficulties arose out of 
the fact that Venezuela's claim placed 
two-thirds of the colony of British Guiana 
subject to arbitration. 
The first thing 


necessary was to ascertain tha real facts 
of the controversy from Venzuela'i his 
tory. 


When that had been fully ascertained 


by the commission in which both coun- 
tries had confidence he felt that the 
diplomatic questions which wonld follow 
would not be difflcnlt to adjust. 


But even if they should be [those diffl- 


cnties would be overcome by arbitration. 
It had been impossible to move faster 
owing io the absence of full knowledge of 
the facto in the case. The labor involved 
bad been enormous. 


In regard to the general system of arbi- 


tration between the United States and 
Great Brition, Lord Salisbury said it 
wonld be difficulty dealing with coses so 
large as to contain Issues of vital charac- 
ter. 
After much discussion with the 


United States upon that point he thought 
the tendency of the United States was to 
desire a rapid and summary decision of 
questions. 


The British government thought the 


principle of obligatory arbitration is 
attended with considerable hazard. In 
recent years the United States had 
evinced a disposition to take up the 
causes of many South American republics, 
but his government had not quarrelled 
with that disposition. 


Great Britain, her lordship added, had 


taken a similar interest in disputes re 
garding the frontiers of Sweden, Holland, 
Belgium and Potugal.

that the body will lie in state in the City 
Hall, Cambridge, Monday. The funeral 
will take place Tuesday. 


CLEVELAND DISASTER, 


Terrible Results of the Capsizing of 


a Ferryboat Last Night 


[Special Dispatch to the Transcript.] 


CLEVELAND, July 17.—One more body, 


that of a man which has not yet been 
identified was recovered at an early hour 
this morning from the river at the scene 
of lost night's disaster, making the total 
number of dead removed to the morgue 
sixteen. It is believed there ore still sev- 
eral bodies in the river, as at least three 
men who were on the boat have not been 
accounted for. 


Weeping wives and widows besieged 


the morgues throughout the morning, 
looked on the faces of the dead and 
hunted along the grewsome collection Of 
clothing, dinner pails, etc., for some sign 
of those they feared were dead. Some of 
the bereaved ones did not learn of the 
accident until early this morning and at 
once hurried to the morgues hoping 
against hope that their fears might be 
groundless. 


The life saving crew were on duty all 


night. As soon as daylight appeared they 
pressed a greater number of boats into 
service, manned by rivermen and pro- 
vided with grappling hooks and lines- 
They rowed up and down the river 
around the spot where the bodies were 
supposed to have gone down. 


At times the hooks became entangled 


at the bottom of the river and as the 
men would cease rowing crowds would 
press forward awaiting with breathless 
expectancy the hauling in of the line. 
Nothing more than pieces of water logged 
wood would reward them. After finding 
the body mentioned, early this morning, 
no discoveries were made up to noon. 
Nearly all of the victims were married 
and leave large families. 


ANOTHER MYSTERY, 


On the Spot Where the Body of 


Pearl Bryan Was 


Found.

CINCINNATI, July 17.—An unknown 


blonde young woman was found this 
morning by a Fort Thomas soldier, lying 
unconciouson the ground on J. B. Locke's 
farm within a few feet of the spot where 
the beheaded body of Pearl Bryan was 
left by her murderers. 


It has caused great excitement as it 


was reported that another murder had 
been committed. The girl was taken to 
Newport where it waa found she had 
either been drugged or had taken poison 
herself. She is not yet fully restored to 
consciousness. It is said she was seen 
near Fort Thomas last night in company 
with two young men. 


KILLED ON A GROSSING,

EAST BROOKFIELD, Mass., July 17.— 


Miss Racbatl Fairfield, 62 years old, was 
struck by an engine here today while 
crossing the railroad track and instantly 
killed. 


Her body was thrown twenty feet from 


tue track and when picked up it was 
found that both legs and arms were 
broken and her shoulder terribly crushed, 
This is the first fatal accident on the East 
Brookfield branch of Boston & Albany 
road. No blame is attached to the en- 
gineer. 


Ai SERIOUS CHARGE. 


A Troy Man Causes an Arrest and Re- 


fuses to Prosecute. 


Sheriff Maloney arrested Joseph Wind- 


sor Thursday afternoon on the charge of 
adultery with Mrs. Mary Ella Kenyon, on 
complaint of Hiram F. Kenyan of 41 
Qighth street, Troy, N. V. Mrs. Kenyan 
was not arrested, but appeared in court 
this morning in company with her hus- 
band. Windsor woe arraigned and plead- 
ed not guilty to the charge.

Couch appeared for him. Mr. Kenyon 
would not appear against the defendant 
and the court ordered him discharged. 


The case, according to the enraged hus- 


band, was a case of misunderstanding and 
misrepresentation on all sides. His wife 
bad been boarding at the Oakes place In 
Clarksburg since July 1, while he had 
been obliged to remain in Troy, where he 
is employed in a collar shop. Windsor 
had been at the Oakes place several 
times and had been seen out driving and 
walking with Mrs. Kenyon. His intimacy 
with her made it seem advisable that the 
husband should be communicated with 
and a letter was dispatched Tuesday. 


The enraged husband came on without 


delay and with some impetuousness had 
Mr. Windsor arrested. 
When he hod 


considered the matter with some delib- 
eration he regretted his hasty act and did 
what he could to retrieve himself by not 
appearing against Mr. Windsor in court 
this morning. Mr. Kenyon would say 
nothing more about the case to a reporter 
than "It was a very bad mistake.*'

TRIBUTES OF PRAISE. 


From Prominent Local Men of Alt Parties 


Expressions of Respect, Admiration 


and Love for the Brilliant YounJ

Body Expected In Boston 


Sunday Morning. 


People tried to believe that there might 


be some mistake in the shocking news 
brought by our telegraphic dispatches 
yesterday afternoon of the sudden death 
in his fishing oamp of Ex-Governor Wil- 
liam E. Russell.

accounts published last evening fully con- 
firmed the sad news. 


With him in camp were his brother and

the way home with his body. 
Little 


Pabos where the salmon fishing camp was

which extends out into the gulf of St. 
Lawrence, opposite Anticostl island and 
south of the mouth of the St. Lawrence 
river. 


The communication with It is by a steam 


er which runs there from Dalhousle, N 
B., at the held of the Charleur bay which 
^operates the northern part of New 
Brunswick from Quebec. 
The body is 


now being brought by steamer to Dal 
housie, the steamer making a special- 
trip this morning. It is expected that the 
sad homeward bound party will leave 
Dalhousle by rail this evening, reach 
Montreal Saturday morning and Boston 
Sunday morning. 


The dispatches yesterday spoke of ex 


Governor Russell's health having been 
good up to the time of his sudden death. 
To those who knew him personally it was 
well known that his health had been poor 
for some time, and that he went to the 
Chicago conventiop at the earnest request 
of Mr. Whitney and others to help in the 
struggle for a sound currency, directly 
against the positive orders of his physician. 


It may be remembered that in one of 


the telegraphic dispatches received by 
the TRANSCRIPT July 9th it stated that 
Si-Governor Russell made a short but 
very impressive speech. His speech was 
almost pathetic in the feeling showed and 
•till more so in the evident physical strug- 
gle the usually brilliant orator was making 
to deliver It. We received a dispatch 
which out of respect to an Ex-Governor of 
Massachusetts we did not publish in 
which it seemed to us was an intent to 
slur him because of the e vident lack of en- 
ergy or enthusiasm of the speaker whose 
voice it was stated could be heard at a 
distance of only a few ieet. This is all ex- 
plained now that it is known that he was 
making a terrible struggle and sacrifice in 
the performance of hu last great public 
duty. 


Tributes.

of the nation, and the good fame and fu.

whose honors he had so conspicuously 
enjoyed and whose service he had so loy- 
ally followed, he showed not only the 
devotion to ''.uty which bos characterized 
his career, but a, disinterestedness 
not 


common even among superior men. It is 
believed that only his refusal to stand 
upon a platform of repudiation and men- 
ace to the constitution stood between Mr. 
Russell and the Chicago nomination to 
the presidenoy of the United States.

our public men, it is nothing less than a 
national loss which removes in the prime 
of his uiefulnesi and the maturity of his 
unuiual powers, the brave heart, the stal- 
wart will, the strong, keen judgment, the 
high purpose and the devoted industry of 
William E. Russell from the fuller public 
opportunity and need which so manifestly 
awaited him."

Woman's Sphere.

course, the Kaffir at home in his kraal 
never condescends to work, leaving all 
that for the women. The women are sel 
dom away from their native village, yet 
here boys are so scarce that the wives an 
sent in to carry lumber, bricks and, in 
fact, to d» all the heavy shifting neces- 
sary at a busy seaport. It Is a common 
sight to see a fat, "wobbly" woman pass 
complacently by, puffing away at a pipe, 
with a baby on her back and one end of » 
stick of timber on her head. 
Or she 


might be stooping to roll a big log. ThiJ 
position places the baby at an angle of 
about forty-five degrees, bead down, but 
neither seems to mind that. 


The man who has a half-dozen wives i 


simply coining money in managing his 
team. The contractor must pay him one- 
pound ster ling per week for each week 
for each wife and supply food and sheltei 
for all, and during it all the man's tribe 
continues to increase. In a few years he 
can go back to his kraal with mone.> 
enough to buy all the cattle he wants, 
besides having a goodly array of young 
daughters to sell to young "bucks" at so 
many cattle per wife. Cattle are the only 
form ol natvie wealth and the only legal 
tender hi the wife market. A boy return- 
ing from the gold or diamond fields with 
his savings immediately turns his gold 
into cattle and his cattle Into 
wives,

Mr. Affhauserwaa traveling bynLeel 


toward Johannesburg, and in a Ittcr note, 
dated at Bremersdotp, Swaziland, be 
writes: 


'This is a country ruled over by a native 


chief, but under a protectorate for three 
years of the Transvaal. The king lives in 
state about eight miles from here. 


'I left Lorenco Marques and rode about 


sixty miles in Portuguese territory with- 
out seeing a single foot of road—nothing 
but narrow, native footpaths. After 100 
miles more of this kind of riding in a 
southerly direction I came out at this 
place. 1 am about 250 miles from Johan- 
nesburg, and after dividing the next few 
days among the king's kraal, the hot 
springs, and a tin mine I shall go straight 
through to the Rand, and from there to 
Port Elizabeth, 1 think.

Bobinson, Greenhalge, Unwell; the year 


has been for Massachusetts one of con- 
stant mourning for distinguished sons. 
Today the mourning is sadly deepened 
and a great state stands appalled and 
dumb before the strange passing into an- 
other and a higher sphere ot one who so 
brilliantly, so courageously and so pa- 
triotically performed the honorable mis- 
sion assigned to him and so faithfully 
fulfilled it even before the prime of this 
life had been entered. 


Ex-Governor Russell had a peculiar 


hold upon the people of this common- 
•w ealth. This in a measure is Illustrated 
by such tributes as we publish today from 
men of all shades of political belief. 
Tributes of the same character come nat- 
urally and spontaneously from all parts 
and circles of the state. This great popu- 
larity was extending all over the country 
and he was rapidly reaching the position 
where more than any man in the East 
•with the exception of Reed he was likely 
in the near future to be called to stand 
tor the votes of the people of the United 
States for the highest honor in their gift. 


His brilliancy and his intellectual en- 


dowments had of course much to do with 
this early recognition of his merits. But 
the characteristics which made these 
merits conspicuous and won for him this 
unusual popularity and admiration were 
his fearlessness mingled with considerate- 
ness, his courage sweetened by an inborn 
courtesy, his aggressive and ambitious po- 
litical work graced always by the charm 
of a cultured gentleman; a patriot loyal to 
his friends, his party and to his convic- 
tions of what stood for the highest wel- 
lare of his country. 


THE MEANING OF SIXTEEN TO 
ONE. 


Fortunately this is to be truly a cam- 


paign ot education, and as people who 
have heretofore paid but little attention 
to the study of the currency question be- 
come more familiar with it by free dis- 
cussion and reading the more clearly 
apparent to them will be the disastrous 
character of the free coinage ot silver 
fallacies. 
' 


This educational feature of the cam- 


paign is its brightest and most hopeful. 
The American people are quick to grasp 
a point and to grasp it intelligently. 
Long before the end of the campaign the 
silver craze will have spent its fury upon 
them, and calm consideration will surely 
be leading them in tbo pathway marked 
out by cool, intelligent judgement. 


The study of the currency question is 


almost universal in this country today- 
Just now many are asking for an explana- 
tion of 1C to 1. A very clear and excellent 
explanation of it is given by the New 
Y«rk Sun as follows: 


•'They (in to 1) are figures of weight. 


•p tb« Mint act of 1831, which, except as 
regards silver dollars, ig still in force, 
every owner of gold bullion and of silver 
bullion was permitted to take it .to the 
Mint in unlimited quantities and have it 
coined, free of expense, except for refin- 
ing and for the alloy used, into silver dol- 
lars and gold eagles and fractions of an 
eagle, at the rate of sixteen times as many 
dollars for a given weight of gold as lor 
an equal weight of silver. That Is to say, 
while 23.22 grains of pure gold went to the 
dollar ingold.,371 J grain? of pure silver were 
required for a silver dollar. With the al. 
loy added it took £5.S grains of standard 
gold for the dollar in gold, and 4124 grains 
of standard silver for the siher dollar. 
The provision of this law, as to silver, wan 
repealed in 1873, and this provision the 
ailverites now demand to have reenacted. 


"As a matter of fact, an ounce of silver 


was worth in the markets of the world, 
from 1831 to 1873, more than one-sixteenth 
of an ounce of gold, the value iu Europe 
being at the rate of 154 to 1. Consequently 
our silver coin was exported as fast aa it 
was coined, gold became the only coin In 
circulation, and in 1S53 small change had 
become so scarce that Congress authorized 
silver halves and quarters of a dollar to be 
coined, on Government account exclus- 
ively, of less weight than the proportion- 
ate parts of a lull dollar, so that two 
halves and four quarters contained only 
384 grains of standard silver, instead of 
I12i grains. 


"At the present moment, the market- 


value of silver bullion relatively to that 
Of (old bullion is as about 81 to 1. 


ounce of gold is sx 


changeable In the market for 81 ounce* of 
silver. Hence, if the law at UM relating 
to silver were reenaoted, tke dollar would 
sink in value very nearly one-half, be- 
cause tinder free and unlimited coinage, 
silver coin would be worth no mo** than 
silver bullion. The reason that Ibe silver 
dollars now in circulation remain equal in 
value to dollars in gold is that the quan- 
tity of them is limited, and they are re- 
ceived by the government on the same 
footing as gold in payment of duties and 
taxes. 


"In the history of this silver dollar, 


which the United states ceased coining 
on private account twenty-three years 
ago, the Inflationist, the demagogue, and 
the piratical debtor see their chance- 
Because the sliver dollar enjoyed the 
privilege of coinage once upon a time, 
when the bullion in it was worth more 
than the bullion in a gold dollar, the in- 
flationists attempt to give respectability 
to their highwayman demand that it 
shall be readopted as the standard, or in 
other words, that something worth 53 
cents shall be pronounced a dollar. 


"According to their plan, every man 


who today owns a dollar, therefore, or 
who under agreement expects to receive 
a dollar would have it cut in half. 
Debt- 


ors would pay half they owe, and the 
agitators would raise the mischief."

The drosophore hangs 
from the ceiling and is connected with a 
water pipe. It look* like an electric light 
of the variety which hangs over thestreet. 
Its usefulness and value lies in the fact 
that it gives off very fine streams of water 
vapor. Oftentimes in a cotton mill, there 
is a vaat amount of electricity in the air 
and the yarn runs poorly, striking and 
breaking. The water vapor purifies the 
air in this case and cools it when heat 
ceases the same trouble with the cotton. 
The drosophere is a valuable adjunct to 
the fine cotton mill.

Crimson Clover. 


Complaints from New Vork, Penn- 


sylvania and similar latitudes have 
been received and reported upon by The 
New England Homestead that crimson 
clover was entirely winter killed. 


"Indeed, iu some sections of New 


Jersey, and PVPII on exposed lands in 
Maryland and Delaware, this clover has 
wintered very poorly. It is possible that 
by years of fare a strain of the crimson 
or scarlet clover seed may be perfected 
that will bo more hardy, though the 
present strain is generally hardy in the 
middle south and more southerly lati- 
tudes. In our northern country the tes- 
timony i* generally to the effect that 
this eeed, so\rn in summer or early fall, 
makes a magnificent growth -which, if 
plowed under just before the ground 
freezes up, cannot fail to materially add 
to the supply of nitrogen in the soil. 
Numerous experiments aro also being 
made in sowing this scarlet clover early 
in hopes of getting a full crop for hay 
before frost." 


Field Experiments With Manure. 


From tho Canada experiment farms 


comes the report that in a comparison 
of 15 tons of rotted barnyard manure 
with the same weight of fresh manure, 
the larger yield was obtained by using 
fresh manure on wheat, barley, oats and 
turnips; mangel wurzelg and sugar beets 
afforded a larger yield with rotted ma- 
nure, and with corn, carrots and pota- 
toes the results were contradictory.

A PORTABLE FENCE. 


It Is For the Poultry lard and May Be 


Constructed of Lathi. 


A portable fenoe enables the poultry 


loan to make a quick change of 7014 
and U otherwise a great convenience. A 
plan illustrated in Form and Fir««Hs» 
may be made of common plastering 
lath, the same as any ordinary station- 
ary fenoe is built, except the panels are 
not fastened, to the posts. The main 
pieces for the panels may be 1 by 6 
inch stuff, and about 13 feet in length 
•will be most convenient. The laths are

SUPPORT ASD POSTS. 


nailed across the strips of boards so they 
will project a foot above the top one 
and three inches below the bottom strip. 
Three inches on each end of the strips 
should be left without any laths nettled 
on. This is to rest on the triangular 
supports. The construction of these sup- 
ports is shown in Fig. 1. 


A convenient material out of which 


to make them is 1 }£ by 8 inch stuff, 
but S by 4 inch will answer as -well. 
These are halved together where they 
meet at the top and a piece of 1 by 4 or 
1 by 6 inch board nailed across near the 
bottom, with a notch oat in the upper 
edge. The bottom piece of the panel 
rests in this notch, and the top piece 
rests just above the cross at the top of 
the support. The projections on the 
lower side of the board orosspiece are to 
support the upper edge of the bottom 
boards of the fence. The fence can be 
mads any height. 


One support holds one end of two 


panels, and the projecting ends lapping 
by each other in the supports. If there 
is danger of the fence being blown over 
by high winds, it may be supported by 
driving a piece ot board into the ground 
by the side of the rapports, at the foot 
of each, and driving a nail through th« 
support; or a flat stake may be driven 
into the ground over the top of the sup- 
port, in a standing direction. The former 
will be most secure, however. In set- 
ting up the fence, care should be taken 
that the fence may settle without rest- 
ing on the bottom boards/otherwise it 
•will tip to one side. The bottom board 
may be omitted entirely, if desired, 
however, and the fenoe built on the full 
height of lath. But if one is located 
where there is great danger of high 
winds, he may still have a secure fenoe 
built with stationary posts and movable 
panels, as a team can work around posts 
without great inconvenience. Where 
round posts are used, they may be mor- 
tised, as shown in Fig. 2, using tho 
same style of panels as described. The 
mortises are cut so that the projecting 
end of the panels will rest in the bot- 
tom of each when the fence is put up. 
Cleats may be nailed on each side of the 
posts at the bottom to support the bot- 
tom boards. 


If flat, sawed posts are need, which 


are too narrow at the top to admit of 
mortises, hooks may be nailed on the 
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MOVABLE PANELS. 


fides made of inch boards the same 
width of the posts, Fig. 3. A fence of 
wire netting may be made so that the 
netting may be taken down by fastening 
a strip (about 1 J£ by 2 inches is a good 
size) to the posts with two large screws 
and stapling the netting to these strips. 
When it is desired to take down the 
netting, the screws may be taken out 
tand tho wire rolled up with strips fas- 
«ned to it.

A Bad Weed. 


The "paintbrush" or "hMvkwced" 


Is a dangerous weed which is rapidly 
spreading in Vermont. It bears on a 
naked stem about one foot high a cluster 
of handsome orange red flowers, each 
nearly the siza of a silver quarter of a 
dollar. The leaves lie in a rosette at tho 
base of the stem and are covered with 
rough hairs. Experiments conducted at 
tho Vermont station at Burlington thus 
far indicate that salt kills it out quickly 
aud thoroughly, and this station would 
especially like to learn the experience 
of others with this material. Statements 
or inquiries regarding this or any other 
new or troublesome weed are invited.

White French Artichoke. 


Much has recently been publisher 


about artichokes, and it seems that tho 
large White French artichoke is quite 
an improvement over the old Jerusalem 
or the Brazilian Bed. An analysis by the 
Kansas station shows this artichoke to 
be almost equal in food value to Irish 
'potatoes and superior to turnips, ruta 
bagas and pumpkins; while it is much 
xhore prolific than either. 


Soils Deficient In Lima. 


In a report made by Professor S. W. 


Johnson of the Connecticut station at- 
tention is called to the fact that many 
soils require regular applications of 
lime. Some soils are naturally deficient 
in lime and others become "sour" from 
various causes. In all such cases hme 
will help, not BO much as direct plant 
food, but because of its action upon the 
toil. 


Pennsylvania Collet• and Station. 


In November, 1895, Colonel J. A. 


Woodward was appointed by tho Penn- 
sylvania State college as superintendent 
of its Chantanqua course of home read- 
ing in agriculture. There have been en- 
rolled about 160 new members in the 
course, including agricultural editors, 
principals of private schools of a high 
grade and physicians, as well as prom- 
inent and successful farmers. The Penn- 
sylvania state department of agriculture 
has commissioned the director of the 
station to conduct experiments upon the 
culture and curing of tobacco. The work 
will be substantially a continuation of 
that which has been carried on in two 
different localities'of the state for the 
past two years under the general super- 
vision of the state.

This news will prostrate her. I can 
scarcely believe it. A brilliant man, 
who has proved himself most loyal to 
the truest interests of his country— 
and t'aat in very recent days—has 
been taken from us without warn- 
ing. His character is too well known 
to need eulogy. I speak as a re- 
publican when I say that Massachu- 
setts has lost a worthy son. In the 
presence of death party lines disap- 
pear. Bnssell was dear to his state. 
Be will truly be missed." It wae the 
same everywhere.

His youthful looks, an,*,to a certain, 
extent youthful manner, which he re- 
tainod to the last, were of great ad- 
vantage te him in his publie life. What 
his critics ailed his "professional boy- 
ishness" and his "lack of years as a stock 
in trade" gained for him th* support 
of the younger and more energetic 
element. But there was nothing juve- 
nile about Russell as an administrator. 
He gave ample evidence of his tact by 
remaining on friendly terms with 
those who were around him when he 
first came into office as governor. He 
was surrounded on all sides by repub- 
licans during the three years he held 
office. With a single exception every 
republican on the state ticket, saving 
only the head, was elected, so that 
while the governor was a democrat 
every other state officer from the sec- 
retary of state down was a republican. 
Ths sole exception during those three 
years was the election of a democratic 
auditor. In business and political 
matters Mr. Russell had the reputa- 
tion of being cold, calculating and 
eelf-eontained, but his personal man- 
ner was genial and friendly. One of 
his most remarkable gif tt> was a phe- 
nomenal memory.

Rogers, Mayor Sutro's secretary, have 
prepared a platform which it is pro- 
posed to present to the national popu- 
list convention, to be held in St. Louis 
next week. The financial plank is as 
follows: 
"We demand a national 


money, issued directly by the general 
government only, as a full legal tender 
for all debts, and issued without the 
agency of any private corporation or 
bank, and in circulating volume sub- 
ject to law and responsive to our needs, 
and speedily to be increased to (50 per 
capita of the entire people. 
Such 


money 
shall 
consist 
of 
gold, 


silver 
and 
paper, 
each 
dollar 


thereof 
endowed with the 
same 


function imparted solely from the 
stamp thereon and not dependent 
for its money value upon the price of 
the material used. Each dollar shall 
be interchangeable with, but not re- 
deemable, in, the 'other, and shall be 
denominated respectively gold, silver 
and paper money, all national debts be- 
ing payable in either, at the option of 
the government. As the United States 
is a free and powerful nation, and the 
financial and industrial liberty of its 
citizens should be independent of the 
action of any other government, we 
demand the free and unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver by the United States 
at their present legal ratio of 16 to 1, 
without reference of any foreign na- 
tion. We demand that all national 
banks be abolished, end in lieu of them 
that the government establish a postal 
bank In each city, town and village of 
the United States containing a popula- 
tion of 1,000 or more." The platform 
also declares for the recognition of 
Cuba and against the refunding of the 
Pacific railroad debt.
